PITTSBURG, Feb. 15.—There has 


teen a further stiffening in the coke 
market in the past week, a decidedly 
greater stiffening than would be indi- 
cated merely by reference to prices 
quotable in the spot market. 
The 


price range is approximately the same 
as a week ago, but the sales made run 
more to the higher figures in the range 
quoted, instead of the higher prices 
named as part of "the market" being 
largely ornamental 
and commonly 


shaded, as is frequently the case. 


The greater stiffness in the market 


is shown also in a department that ia 
not active now, the contract part ol 
the market. There is no inquiry for 
furnace coke on. contract just now, and 
therefore actual quotations arc not be- 
ing made, "but the attitude of operators 
is well understood and it is known' 
that no operator would sell forward- 
coke, even for a single 'month, at; 
prices that were done* a trifle "over a| 
fortnight ago. There were two sales j 
In particular, February- shipment at;

Tbe annual underground, consump- 


tion of timfcer by the mining industry 
of tbe United States amounts to 293,- 
365,900 cubic feet, according to an 
estimate just made 'by the Bureau of 
Mines. 
Of this amount, 15W40,000 


ctitric feet are used in the bituminous 
coal industry; 61,600,000 in the an- 
thracite mines; 31,500,000 in iron ore 
mines; and .49.125,000 in mines pro- 
ducing otfier ores. The increase in 
the annual timber consumption in 
mines since 1906 amounts to nearly 
16 per cent 


A twrious problem now confronting 


the mine operator in the' important 
coal and metal mining regions in. both 
the east and west is the noticeable 
decrease in the supply and* quality of 
the timber in many mining regions, 
coupled, with marked increase in cost, 
declares the bureau. 


Perhaps 75 per cent or more of the 


timber used in the anthracite region 
in PennsyrraaU is soft -wood—loblol- 
ly and second growth yellow pine— 
meet of which is shipped from the 
soath. The corf of timber per ton of 
anthracite mined is 19.2 cents. Dur- 
ing the, period of 16 years from 1906 
to 1920, tbe cost of round mine tim- 
ber delivered in the anthracite region 
has increased from 6.6 to 27.5 cents 
per cubic foot, or more than four 
times. 


No recent figures indicating the 


quality and cost of timber used iu the 
bituminous coal regions of the east 
and middle west are available, but it 
is reasonable to assume that tbe same 
relative increase will obtain as shown 
112 the anthracite region. 


The consumption of round timber 


in the Lake Superior iron mines has 
increased from slightly more 
taan 


12,000,000 cubit feet in 1905 to 27,- 
500,000 cubic feet in 1920, or two and 
a quarter timci. During the same 
period the average cost rose 
from 


five centi a cubic foot to 24 cents a 
culic foot, or nearly five times.
